Chari eS^SoLLAND had told 
source that he had introduced SEALEY to some good communist connec- 
tions which HOLLAND had in the Parma region and that SEALEY had com- 
pletely messed up these contacts. SEALEY, according to source and 
HOLLAND, ju3 t does not know how to handle people. 

10. SEALEY claims that London has identified*EAS$OVITZ as an anti-
